HELENA, Ark., Oct. 2.—The ar- 


rival this morning at Elaine of 50O 
United States troops 
accompanied 


by Governor Brough somewhat eased 
(ho tension of the situation brought 
about by yesterday's race riots in 
wluch three white men were killed, 
two wounded and an unknown num- 
ber of negroes killed and wounded. 


Tho arrest of 20 alleged instiga- 


toi-s of the rioting is also believed 
to have removed a great deal of the 
source of trouble. The prisoners 
were brought bere and placed under 
heavy guard. 


HEfcEXA, Ark., Oct. 2.—With 50O 


federal troops due to arrive today 
from Camp Pike and several hun- 
dred deputy snerifts and civilians, 
all heavily armed, moving about the 
affected area, officials are believed 
that the situation arising from yes- 
terday's race trouble at Elaine, this 
county, where nine persons 
were 


killed, would be brought under con- 
trol today. 


Reports early today indicated that 


trouble was expected to break out 
again today, but the authorities, it 
was stated, were sparing no efforts 
to meet any emergency that might 
arise. 


After an all day fight yesterday in 


the streets of Elaine between white 
possemen and 
organized 
negroes, 


armed with long range rifles, the 
casualties were two white men and 
seven negroes killed and 
a 
larg* 


number of whites and blacks wound- 
ed, some seriously. 


Fighting ceased only 
with 
the 


coming of darkness 
and 
negroes 


were reported banded in the cane- 
brakes about, awaiting'daylight to 
renew hostilities. 


The race troubles started with 


an attack Tuesday evening upon W. 
A. Adkins, a special railroad offi- 
cer, Charles Pratt, a deputy sher- 
iff, and a negro trusty who had 
gone by automobile to Elaine to ar- 
rest a suspected bootlegger. The of- 
ficers stopped near Elaine to repair 
a tire puncture and were fired up- 
on by unknown persons.

WASHINGTON', Oct. 2.—Charges 


of union leaders that

United 


States Steel corporation employed 
many foreigners in order to pre- 
vent the unionizing of its men were 
denied today by Elbert H. Gary, 
chairman of the corporation's hoard 
when he resumed his testimony be- 
fore the senate committee investi- 
gating the steel strike. 


"Was the question of employing 


foreigners, who* possibly had feel- 
ings against this country, decided 
by the board?" asked Chairman Ken- 
yon. 
"No," said the witness. "The 


question was never raised." "But 
you think foreigners are responsible 
largely for precipitating this strike?" 
"Yes, but if we had known there 
was a substantial number of the 
kind of foreigners who are resort- 
ing to violence and who I believe 
are under the leadership of outsiders 
we would not have employed them." 


Chairman Kenyon read 
princi- 


ples of the war labor board promul- 
gated during the war guaranteeing 
the right of collective bargaining to 
employes, and asked if Judge Gary 
indorsed that. 


"If you mean what the labor un- 


ions call collective bargaining, no," 
Judge Gary responded. "If you mean 
organization of plant committees to 
present grievances, yes." 


"I'd like to know what the differ- 


ence is between you and the labor 
unions," said Senator Jones, demo- 
crat, New Mexico. 


"Unions are endeavoring to com- 


pel 
employers -.to 
contract 
with 


them," Judge Oiry answered, "and 
when that Is done, non-union men 
cannot be employed." 


"What good is it for men to be- 


long to unions," said Senator Walsh 
democrat, Massachusetts, "if when 
they Join you refuse to discuss any- 
thing with their representatives?" 


"Is it right," Judge Gary count- 


ered, "for ten per cent of men who 
may belong to unions 
to dictate

Sousa As a Sportsman 


L 


IEUTENANT SOUSA, although he has passed his three-score years, appears to 


be more like a man in his early forties, and this youth and vigor can probably 
be attributed to his love of outdoor life and his interest in all healthy outdoor 


sports Despite his many years of travel and his musical and hterajy labors, he has 
jil\vays made himself find time for athletic activities. As a boxer, Sousa can give 
many a younger antagonist a lively four rounds, and not infrequently on his travels 
has he taken on some local fistic celebrity and always given a good account of him- 
self. 


Horseback riding is another of his favorite recreations. It was not so long ago 


that he alighted from his saddle m Washington after having completed a three- 
hundred-mile ride with his daughter and a party from Hot Strings. At his sum- 
mer home on Long Island it is not an unusual thing for him to gallop to Montauk 
Point, at the extreme eastern- end of Long Island, and back again in a single day. 
But it is as a trapshooter that Sousa probably excels. He wears scores of med- 


als denoting hib skill \vith the shotgun, and m 1912 he won the Keystone Handicap 
In Philadelphia and al&o the Charlotte Trophy. It is related that in 1912 from Jan- 
uary to February he shot at about 7,000 targets, and with all the bad weather his 
average hovered close to 88. Sousa has just been elected President of the American 
Trapshooters' Association. 


"A man who is under a strain of giving one and two concerts a day, conducting 


a large body of men, is under a tremendous strain," Lieutenant Sousa once said to 
an interviewer, "therefore, he must have relaxation, exercise and diversion." "Trap- 
shooting is like playing the violin—the greatest violinist often misses the tone though 
his fingers seem provided with a thousand eyes for the notes—it is so with a gun. 
One year I had an average of 85; sometimes I shoot and run up to 95 and 97, then 
I sort of swell up, and the -next time I shoot I can only make 70." 


Lieutenant Sousa has long been a familiar figure at the hunting grounds of 


Southern waters. Every possible chance he gets he slips into his ducking clothes 
and with a party of friends can be seen in pursuit of a wild duck in the Carolina! 
or along the marshy Maryland shore.
